One of our anchor collections, the impressive RLM Collection of Brazilian Gold, features 131 rarities from the 
Portuguese Kings Pedro II (1686-1706) and Joao V (1706-1750). Assembled over 60 years with amazing depth, the 
RLM Collection includes over 30 different Dobras (12800 Reis) struck at the Brazilian mints, as well as an impressive 
Dobrao series in all denominations with many coins that only appear once a generation. Parts I and III of the RLM 
Collection will be presented in September in our Long Beach auction and finally in January 2014 at our official NYINC 


event. 


A choice group of Canadian coinage, the Nikita Collection, includes the charismatic 1936 Dot Cent, the Pittman- 
Krause Specimen that Heritage is honored to offer once again. One of only three known to exist, the cent was acquired 
by the Nikita collector directly from our auction at the NYINC in 2004 where it realized $207,000. Many other 
impressive coins are included, so pay special attention to the Canadian section. 


Additional highlights from the wondrous Kairos Collection of Victorian British 1s included, with a beautifully toned 
1847 “Gothic” Crown in PCGS MS67, a superb 1821 Crown, and several minors in Supeb Gem condition. We also are 
presenting another wonderful offering of Russian coins with a rare 1835 12 Roubles in Platinum, a superior 1741 silver 
Rouble of Ivan III, several superior gold and copper issues. 


Our offering of Ancients, drawn from several notable private collections, includes a broad range of Greek, Roman, 
Byzantine and Judaean coinage. In the latter category are a number of coins from the record-shattering Shoshana 
Collection offered by Heritage last March and September — if you’re a dedicated collector of Biblical coins and missed 
them last time, here’s your chance! Also featured is an impressive run of Greco-Bactrian silver tetradrachms in 
outstanding condition, a small but significant group of early Lydian electrum and gold coins, and a number of Roman 
gold aurei with prestigious pedigrees.

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THE RLM COLLECTION OF BRAZILIAN GOLD — PART 1 


| first met Dr. Roberto Lemos Monteiro sometime in 1996 at a Brazilian Numismatic Society meeting in downtown Sao Paulo. Like many of his coins, Dr. 
Monteiro was unique. | will always treasure his sympathy, his ready smile, and the helping hand he so willingly offered to a young numismatist whose 
knowledge was as limited as his pocketbook. We saw each other many times through the years and | always looked forward eagerly to our “coin conversa- 
tions.’ His willingness to share his vast experience helped me immeasurably in learning about coins and the numismatic trade. It also showed me that a 
great cross-generation friendship between a 28 and a 78 year old was possible! 


One morning in 2005, while | was at a New York hotel attending the Eliasberg auction of world coins, my phone rang. It was Dr. Monteiro asking me if | 
had bought the “Coronation piece” of Peter |, emperor of Brazil, perhaps the country’s most iconic numismatic piece. | told him | had underbid the lot at 
$57,500 and Dr. Monteiro, in his very loving way, was upset. “You must have bought this coin,’ he said. “It’s worth at least $100,000!" | replied, “Doc, the coin 
has an ugly defect, with a mount- removed mark at 12 o'clock.” But of course he was right. Sure enough, a few years later, we offered the same coin here at 
Heritage and it brought $138,000... 


In 2008, Dr. Monteiro invited me to his home to visit with him and view his collection. “Clear your day and come over,’ he said. | dropped everything and did. 
As we went through the trays, Roberto told the stories about many of the beautiful coins and medals he had acquired over the past 60 years. He also told 
me that he had only sold coins once in his entire life of almost 90 years, to the legendary Portuguese collector Carlos Costa, “who picked two rare Dobras 
and offered me an obscene amount of money.” Costa, who passed away a few years ago, sold his collection to the Espirito Santo Bank in 2008 for around 
US $40 million. The bank published a book of the collection, with very few pedigrees listed (the “Costa” pedigree being as important or more than any). But 
sure enough, it lists the rare 1733 12800 Reis from the Rio Mint with the “RLM” pedigree. 


As my visits became more frequent, | better understood the main reason why Dr. Monteiro always had a smile on his face, had such a positive attitude 
toward life, and still rode his horse even in his 90s: His family. | came to know his wife, children, grandchildren, in-laws and other relatives who were often 
around the lunch table, sharing stories of their beloved “Betinho” (as he is affectionately known at home). Even when we were at the height of negotia- 
tions, the Lemos Monteiro family was nothing but gracious and kind. Everyone knows how much love and dedication Dr. Monteiro gave to his coins and 
medals, and every single family member wanted to be sure that Heritage would treat the coins with the same respect that Roberto had done for decades.

In addition to his campaign with the Vatican, King Joao V was a great sponsor of the arts and sciences. Numismatic author Maria Cristina Moraes 
observes that “the Baroque was the perfect means for a King whose ostentatious ideology was clear, for a King seeking absolute monarchy””, writes 
Moraes. “French king Louis the XIV was his perfect paradigm, he was greatly influenced by the theatrics of the French Royals.” Fortunately for us 
numismatists, the King’s grandeur, resulted in some of the most beautiful design and strikes of the early 18th century in the Americas. 


In legislation of April of 1722, the King ordered the minting of dobras of 8 Escudos (12$800). The monarch’s bust was 
designed by the most prominent Portuguese artist of the time, Vieira Lusitano. Although all Dobras were based on Lusitano’s 
design, local assayers had their own interpretation of the design and the King’s bust varies in type as new dies were opened. 


The diversity of the Dobras struck in Brazilian mints often makes one forget how a short-lived series was with only of only seven dates (1727-1733). 
There are 24 type-dates that were produced in the mints of Minas (M), Bahia (B) and Rio (R) of which the RLM Collectin has 22. Overdates, original 
rim (corda) specimens and other varities are also featured. A truly outstanding set for rarity depth.

THE RLM COLLECTION OF BRAZIL 
THE DOBRAO SERIES 


With the Portuguese Crown taxing Brazilian gold at 20%, there were sharp ar- 
guments over where the riches coming from the New World were being invested 
by the King. A devout Catholic, and extremely concerned about personal pres- 
tige, Joao V made voluminous donations to the Vatican including direct gifts to 
priests, bishops, cardinals and the Pope. Of course the church was prompt to 
bestow him with all kinds of titles, including Rex Fidelissimus (“Most Faithful Maj- 
esty”) in 1748. 








The King ordered the minting of The Dobrao of Five Moedas with a denomination 
of 20,000 Reis, explicitly to show the world the riches of the Portuguese Crown. 
The largest gold coin in circulation at over 53 grams even surpassed the scarce 
multiple thalers of German and Austrian States. Struck at the mint of Vila Rica in 
the state of Minas Gerais, the Dobrao became in many ways a “global” coin as it 
circulated freely through the ports of the world. 


The RLM collection includes 17 of the 20 coins in the Dobrao series, which is 
quite a remarkable feat. One can buy the first 6 coins (10,000 and 20,000 Reis 
of 1725/1726/1727) with certain ease but after the 7th piece, the 20,000 Reis of 
1724, the job of putting together a set of the series becomes much harder. The 
1,000 Reis of 1724 deserves special mention as an incredible rarity as well as the 


iconic half dobrao of 1724 in AU55.

There is 
some spotting on the obverse and a notable planchet flaw on the 
reverse at the 3 of the date, as well as some planchet roughness 
near the right maple leaf. The planchet flaw and planchet rough- 
ness lend strong credence to this piece as the only Mint State 
example of the three known Dot cents, and this example does 
have distinctly different surfaces from the other two Dot cents. 


This is far and away the most famous of the Dot cents, being the 
one stolen from the Pittman home in 1964 and later returned 
(with scratches in the right obverse field) in an envelope with 
other coins. In early 1936, George V passed away and was suc- 
ceeded by his son King Edward VIII. As was common practice, 
for the remainder of 1936 the coinage continued to have the effigy 
of King George V. Toward the end of the year, models were made 
and dies produced with the effigy of King Edward VIII, but upon 
Edward’s abdication the dies were no longer valid and a severe 
shortage of Canadian 1, 10, and 25 cent pieces arose in early 
1937. Because of the shortage, Canada was forced to continue 
producing coins dated 1936 with the portrait of King George V. 
Canadian authorities felt a need to distinguish this 1937 mintage 
from the 1936 production, and a small Dot was placed on the 
reverse of the 1, 10, and 25 cent coins. The Dot is below the date of 
the 1 cent coin, and under the bow on the wreath of the 10 and 25 
cent coins. History tells us that only the 25 cent piece was placed 
in circulation and that three pieces of the Dot cents are the only 
surviving examples.” Once again, we are pleased to offer this 
wonderful piece of Canadian numismatic history. The current 
owner has known the pride of having this legendary coin for over 
9 years, and now it’s time for a new chapter to be written in the 
story.

Decades or 
perhaps a century later, new raiding parties would land and do the 
same to people they considered to be Saxons, even though many 
had Viking blood in their veins. This was done from Suffolk in 
southern East Anglia up through Yorkshire and Northumberland. 
The Danelaw was a treaty which specified the laws for these shires, 
under various warlords, or kings, and under its tenets silver was 
coined in various towns and often used to pay tribute, to preclude 
further raiding. Untold hundreds of thousands of pennies were 
made, most of which have perished over the centuries. “Peck 
marks” are often seen on coins of this era, as the silver was tested 
for purity. Early issues such as this one lacked portraits but are 
rich in Anglo-Saxon iconography. This piece is a classic in choice 
condition.

Gold doubloons (two escudos) of Arce are frequently 
seen in auctions as many of these popular coins come from the 
1715 fleet. However, his silver coins are seldom offered. Barriaga 
records that between 1704 and 1721 no silver coins were produced 
in Santa Fe except cuartillos (quarter real) which at that time did 
not bear the king’s name or any inscription at all. By comparison, 
gold coins were produced during each year in the same period 
with a total of 59,978 marks (22 karat) minted into escudos and 
doubloons; if all had been doubloons that would be 2,039,252 
pieces. Ignoring the irrelevant aforementioned cuartillos, this 
is a striking comparison: two million gold doubloons and zero 
silver. For the year 1722 Barriga recorded silver production of 
786 marks in the denominations of 1, 4 and 8 Reales which must 
include the coins dated 1721. All of the known silver coins of 
assayer “A” dated before 1704 are in the name of the previous king, 
Charles II. Therefore, since before 1704 the coins bore the name 
of the Charles II and since between 1704 and 1721 no silver coins 
other than cuartillos were produced, the Santa Fe silver coins of 
Philip V with assayer mark “A” should only be 1721! (The 1722A, 
M70-2, is likely a 1721 reverse muled with 1722 obverse). The 
administration of the region was changed in 1717 to a viceroyalty 
which lasted until 1723, then reestablished in 1739. Therefore, 
this is one of the first silver coins larger than 1/4 real produced 
in the new viceroyalty. This coin is remarkably similar to the 
Fitzwilliam Museum specimen (Restrepo M70-1): both are 1721 
NoRo assayer “A”. The Fitzwilliam specimen is round and thin 
whereas the present is on a typical chunky Santa Fe planchet 
with sharp edge cuts. The key diagnostic for this specific type 
is the corded rope circles on both the obverse and reverse. This 
coin is worthy of further study but this expert and solid analy- 
sis by Herman Blanton presents most of the pertinent facts. For 
the record, coins of this design are known of one, two, four and 
eight Reales with Heritage selling a Santa Fe 1721 eight Reales 
in our 2010 CICF auction. This one real is clearly very crude and 
pierced but for wear it approaches VF. We would like to thank 
Mr. Herman Blanton for most of the research information on this 
piece.

A previously unknown issue with research from noted French Numismatic scholar Amaud Clairand (and English translation by Marc Emory) as 
follows, “Marc Emory (Heritage, Dallas), a eu la gentillesse de nous signaler un louis d’or dit « aux lunettes » frappé en 1737 a Toulouse (M). D’aprés 
les différentes éditions du Répertoire de Frédéric Droulers, ce louis aurait été frappé a 15192 exemplaires, mais n’aurait pas été retrouvé a ce jour. 
Les registres des délivrances ne sont pas conservés pour les espéces frappées a Toulouse en 1737. D’aprés la céte Archives nationales Z1b 779, 33 
louis ont été mis en boite ; ce chiffre a été également été publié en 1996 (A. Clairand, Monnaies de Louis XV, Le temps de la stabilité monétaire, 
1726-1774, p. 80). Les régles d’emboitage prévoyaient alors une piéce d’or en boite pour 400 produites (cf. A. Clairand, op. cit., p. 60), nous pouvons 
ainsi estimer le nombre de louis frappés a 13200 exemplaires. Le registre conserve anciennement dans les Archives de la Monnaie de Paris dans le 
carton A3, dossier 19, nous donne toutefois une indication plus précise sur la quantité frappée, le poids d’or monnayé. II fut de 506 “marcs” 3 onces 
4 deniers 17 grains (123,942 kg d’or) correspondant a une frappe de 15192 exemplaires, chiffre conforme a celui de Frédéric Droulers.” 


The translation reads as follows: “Marc Emory (Heritage, Dallas), was kind enough to inform us of a Louis d’or, «aux lunettes » type, struck 
in 1737 at Toulouose (M). According to various editions of the Répertoire, by Frédéric Droulers, this Louis d’or would have been struck with 
a mintage of 15,192 pieces, but not one specimen has been seen to this day. The delivery registries for legal tender struck in 1737 at Touolouse 
were not preserved. From the National Archives, file Z1b 779, 33 Louis d’or were put in boxes, and this statistic was published as well in 1996 
(A. Clairand, Monnaies de Louis XV, Le temps de la stabilité monétaire, 1726-1774, page 80). The rules of packaging called for one piece to go 
into a box for every 400 pieces coined (cf. A. Clairand, op. cit., p. 60), so we can therefore estimate the number of coins struck to be at 13,200 
pieces. The register formerly conserved in the archives of the Paris Mint in carton A3, dossier 19, does, however, gives us a more precise 
indication of the quantity of coins struck: the weight of gold coined. It was given as “506 marcs,” 3 ounces, 4 deniers and 17 grains (132.942 
kilograms of gold), corresponding to a mintage of 15,192 examples, a figure which is in agreement with that of Frédéric Droulers.” 


This issue seems to have been minted in substantial quantities, but as Droulers stated, not one piece has been seen. None have been auctioned, no 
prices are listed in any catalog, and this appears to be the only known example.

“The translation is as follows: Louis « au bandeau » of 1741 Strasbourg (BB) As « happiness never occurs alone, » Marc Emory has just informed us 
of the existence of a louis d’or « au bandeau » struck in 1741 at Strasbourg (BB). The delivery registry for this year was unfortunately not preserved, 
so it is impossible to have an accurate detail of when the coins of this mint were placed into circulation. The figures stated for the Strasbourg mint 
for the year 1741 are known, and are preserved at the National Archives under file Z1b 989, and were published in 1996 (A. Clairand, Monnaies 
de Louis XV, Le temps de la stabilité monétaire, 1726-1774, page 80). For the Louis d'or, 44 pieces were boxed up. The register formerly conserved 
in the Archives of the Paris Mint in carton A3, dossier 19, indicate that the weight of gold coins minted at Strasbourg in 1741 was 253 “marcs,”

From a recent Spink sale, where it was described as “slight edge 
loss, professionally conserved, a pleasing example of this early 
issue of Offa.” Struck during the period considered to be the 
earliest phase of the first Mercian king’s broad flan penny issues; 
dating by the die-work to 775, it was made just before the Battle 
of Oxford, 776; after that date, Offa was ejected from Kent and no 
pennies were struck at Canterbury. Only 6 examples are known 
of this type. Sold in the Spink auction for £1,800 (about $2,700) 
against a 2013 SCBC value in VF of $2,250. A rare opportunity to 
own a truly historic coin.

The charm- 
ing obverse legend in Latin suggests the continuing royal lineage 
from father to son (Charles I to Charles II), coming immediately 
after the Restoration of the monarchy, while the reverse legend 
translates to mean “I Claim the Four Seas” in homage to the king’s 
interest in the Royal Navy. Engraver John Roettier is said to have 
been inspired by the Roman sestertius of Antoninus Pius for the 
allegorical symbol he placed on the reverse side of this farthing, 
meant to represent the Province of Britain in the ancient world. 
Its first appearance on British coins was here, on these farthings 
of Charles II. Peck points out that many early farthings, includ- 
ing patterns in this series, were struck for years from warn and 
damaged dies, and that it is probable that the majority of 1665 
pattern farthings went to commerce because of the scarcity of 
much-needed change. As well, there was at this time a distinct 
disregard by the minting authorities for any copper coins, which 
were viewed as being less than money, or substitutes for broken 
parts of silver coins, the “real” money of kings. Taking all these 
factors into account should bolster collector interest in wanting 
to own a superb early farthing such as this piece, which clearly 
is elusive in such a state of preservation, and made from fresh 
dies. We cannot find any record of a finer piece on the worldwide 
market.

The Carthaginian city of Carthago Nova produced a remark- 
able series of coins in silver and bronze for the Barcid rulers of 
Spain in the years leading up to the Second Punic War (218-202 
BC). The male heads shown on these issues are often interpret- 
ed as “disguised” portraits of the Barcids themselves, including 
Hamilcar, Hasdrubal, and Hannibal, in various incarnations of 
the Phoenician demigod Melgart. The distinctive features of these 
portraits lend credence to the theory, though it is not universally 
believed, and even those who accept the “disguised portrait” theory 
disagree over which Barcid is depicted on which issues. Carthago 
Nova fell to the brilliant young Roman commander P. Cornelius 
Scipio (later Africanus) in 209 BC, and around this time a very 
distinctive head, with a close-cropped “Roman” haircut and youth- 
ful features, suddenly appears on the civic coinage, replacing the 
previous “Barcid” effigies. This head is quite likely that of Scipio 
himself. It would have been natural for the Punic celators to switch 
to a portrayal of the current ruling authority, Roman though he be, 
and the rarity of the issue in both silver and bronze attests to a brief 
period of issue, before the Roman Senate quashed any notion of a 
living person (a youthful upstart at that) being depicted on circulat- 
ing coinage, albeit outside Rome itself.

The Chalcidice is a three-fingered spit of land extending from 
eastern Macedon into the Aegean Sea. Wary of Athenian imperial- 
ism and the rising power of the Macedonian Kingdom, the free cities 
of the Chalcidice banded together in 432 BC to form a defensive 
coalition called the Chalcidian League, with its capital of Olynthus. 
The silver coinage struck at Olynthus was on the Macedonian stan- 
dard, somewhat lighter than the Attic standard employed by most 
of Greece, and was legal tender at all cities belonging to the league. 
The standard design featured a head of Apollo, god of beauty, art 
and music, with a type of lyre called a cithara on the reverse. The 
heads of Apollo on these pieces are remarkable for the strength and 
beauty of their style. Sadly, the Chalcidian League’s coinage came 
to an end with the capture and destruction of Olynthus by King 
Philip II of Macedon in 348 BC.

It has been speculated that the later K-type mnaieions issued during 
the reigns of Ptolemy VI through VIII feature a disguised portrait of 
Cleopatra II, who was the sister and later wife of both brothers. If 
such is the case, the K behind the head could refer to Kleopatra (on 
the original issues of Ptolemy II-III, from which the later issues 
were copied, the K was one of several letters used to designate 
obverse dies). Certainly the portrait on these later issues bears 
little resemblance to the face of Arsinoé II found on the gold pieces 
minted closer to her lifetime. Whether the difference is the result 
of stylization, as found in succeeding portraits of Ptolemy I Soter, 
or does in fact reflect the features of the contemporary Ptolemaic 
queen must remain an intriguing mystery.

The unusual elephant headdress worn by Demetrius recalls that 
of Alexander the Great on early tetradrachms of Ptolemaic Egypt, 
referring to his conquests in northern India. Demetrius cam- 
paigned in India while serving a long apprenticeship under his 
father, Euthydemus I, as recorded on a dedicatory stone recently 
discovered north of Ai Khanoum in Afghanistan. After succeed- 
ing to the throne, he launched an invasion of Northern India 
that extended Greek control into modern Pakistan. The histo- 
rian Strabo claims “more tribes were subdued by [Demetrius] than 
Alexander.” He apparently made Taxila in the Punjab his capital, 
and during his reign the Greco-Bactrian kingdom seems to have 
reached its greatest extent. The cause of his death is unknown. 
His son Euthydemos II seems to have reigned for a short time 
before his kingdom fragmented, with his ministers and/or relations 
Agathocles, Antimachus, and Panteleon claiming portions of it.

To the obscure Bactrian King Antimachus I Theos (“the God”) 
belongs the honor of striking perhaps the most distinctive and 
character-filled of all Hellenistic numismatic portraits. Of the man 
himself we know next to nothing. Scholars are divided as to whether 
he was a member of the family of the foundational Bactrian ruler 
Diodotus I, or of his successor, the successful usurper Euthydemus 
I, or was entirely independent of any previous royal houses. How 
he came to power is likewise unknown — was he a trusted vizier 
who usurped the throne from the boy king Euthydemus II, or was 
he appointed to rule a portion of the huge, unwieldy kingdom along 
with his contemporaries Agathocles and Pantaleon, whose coins 
seem to date from the same 10 to 15-year span early in the second 
century AD? The only non-numismatic record of his reign is a sur- 
viving tax receipt which names him as king, as well as another ruler 
of the same name (likely his son) and a third named Eumenes, for 
whom no coins have survived. We do know Antimachus thought 
rather a lot of himself, as evidenced by the self-satisfied smile he 
sports on his coins and the title he adopted — Theos or “The God,” 
an unprecedented reach for a living ruler even in an age of overpow- 
ering egos. Despite the grandiosity of his title, he wears the humble 
Macedonian felt sun hat, the kausia, which serves to humanize him, 
and there is something kindly and fatherly in the fleshy contours of 
his face, rendered with astonishing skill by die engravers more than 
1,500 miles removed from the Greek homeland. The adoption of 
Poseidon, god of the sea, as a patron deity on the reverse is likewise 
puzzling, as the Bactrian realm was almost entire land-locked.

This is perhaps the best example of the widely discussed small group 
of coins struck from a single pair of dies. In the mid-1980s, thir- 
teen year 5 shekels, all heavily cleaned, were found in the vault of 
Baldwin's, a legendary London coin dealer. At the beginning of the 
twentieth century, an unknown person had marked the group as 
forgeries. However, the dies matched the previously-thought-to-be 
unique specimen in the British Museum collection (BM Palestine, p. 
271,20), which had been acquired by the BM in 1887. Upon exami- 
nation of the BM specimen, one observes that its reverse is covered 
by a thick layer of silver chloride. This type of corrosion is formed 
during a long period underground. This, plus the circumstances 
of acquisition of the BM specimen, not only seems to establish 
its authenticity, but also eliminates the possibility that the addi- 
tional group of coins from the same dies were manufactured from 
it. Scanning electron microscopic studies of the entire group further 
established their authenticity (INJ 9, 1986-7, pl. 9,10). Optical 
microscopic examination of the coins shows specific manufactur- 
ing attributes that would not have been known to forgers of the 
nineteenth century when they were discovered. Yaakov Meshorer 
acquired one of these specimens for the Israel Museum Collection, 
where it remains today.

While this coin is not dated, the only other use of the Eleazar name 
on a zuz is combined with a die of the first year.

Although the obverse legend on this remarkable piece is enigmatic, 
an article by noted Finnish numismatist Jyrki Muona in the 2008 
FNS Journal identifies this nearly unique issue (aside from the 
example cited in the article) as a coin of M. Salvius Otho, emperor 
for 90 days from January to April of AD 69. According to Muona, 
“the portrait is clearly Julio-Claudian and the ethnic fixes the mint 
beyond question. The coin is undated and the obverse legend is 
enigmatic. RPC I and its supplements (Brunett et al., 1992, 1998, 
2006) list altogether 12 Julio-Claudian coin types from Mallus. All 
of these coins are rare. They are classified as having been minted 
for Augustus (3 types, 5 coins), Caligula (3 types, 8 coins), Claudius 
(1 type, 4 coins) and Nero (4 types, 9 coins). Only the Claudius and 
Nero coins name the emperor and only two types of coins are dated. 
In addition RPC I lists one coin (no. 4024) as a possible Galba 
on the basis of the date (EAP in Mallus corresponds to 67/68 CE) 
and the portrait, which clearly cannot depict Nero. On the basis 
of the previously known coins from Mallus, the absence of the 
emperors name and the date are common features for the mint at 
the time. Even if it is assumed that garbled letters exist between 
the KAICAP and the M on the obverse, no obvious explanation for 
the letter M exists. The obverse portrait offers an answer, however. 
It is undoubtedly that of Otho, heavily influenced by the Antioch 
mint style, but not cut by Antioch engravers (see McAlee, 2007 
for portraits of Galba and Otho from Antioch). The bent nose 
might be seen as a feature pointing to Galba, but the rounded, full 
cheek and complete absence of furrows and other signs of old age 
definitely point to a younger man. Provincial Othos were known 
from Antioch and Alexandria. They are surprisingly common and 
diverse considering the short reign of the emperor. The parts of 
Cilicia where Mallus was located, were under the Roman province 
Syria at the time. During the struggle for power between Otho and 
Vitellius in 69 CE, the eastern provinces and their army under the 
rule of the future emperor Vespasianus, swore allegiance to Otho. 
Thus it is natural that Otho’s provincial coins all come from mints 
in the region. Mallus fits this scenario well.”

Although not listed as any great rarity, the denarius of C. Fundanius 
is surprisingly difficult to find in decent grade. This is frustrating 
to many collectors because it is the only Roman Republican issue 
to plausibly depict the great Roman general Gaius Marius, seven 
times Consul. The reverse depicts a Triumphator in his chariot; this 
could either be Marius or his colleague as consul, Quintus Lutatius 
Catullus, who were awarded a joint Triumph for the smashing 
Roman victories over the Cimbri and Tuetones in 102-101 BC. Since 
popular opinion at the time and modern historians give far more 
credit to Marius than Catullus for these victories, Marius is more 
than likely depicted on the coins of Fundanius.

The career of Lucius Cornelius Sulla served as a paradigm for the 
Roman imperators and emperors who came after him. Born in 
138 BC to a prestigious but penniless patrician family, he joined to 
army and served under Marius in Africa, where he gained notori- 
ety by engineering the capture of the rebel leader Jugurtha. He later 
served as a general in the Social War and won great popularity 
among the soldiery for his luck and pluck in battle (he later adopted 
the surname Felix, or “lucky”). Marriage to a wealthy woman, 
who conveniently died and left him an enormous legacy, helped 
launch his political career, which saw him reach the consulship in 
88 BC. He obtained a coveted command against Mithradates of 
Pontus, which promised to reap a great deal of loot, but was out- 
maneuvered by his old mentor Marius, who had himself assigned 
to lead the expedition. Sulla refused to hand over his troops and 
instead led them in an assault on Rome itself, an unprecedented 
act. After a quick purge of political opponents, Sulla departed 
for the east to fight Mithridates, but Marius and the exiles soon 
returned and fought their way back to power. Sulla had to break off 
his Mithridatic campaign to return to Italy, where he again seized 
Rome and named himself dictator. He undertook savage reprisals 
against his enemies and stuffed his purse with their possessions. He 
ruled absolutely for three years, during which he rammed through 
a body of conservative laws intended to protect the power of aristo- 
crats and keep the plebians down. This accomplished, he resigned 
the dictatorship in 79 BC and retired to a life of profound hedonistic 
decadence, from which he died less than a year later. His gaunt por- 
trait appears on this denarius of his ancestor Q. Pompeius Rufus, 
backed by the head of an earlier, less controversial consul of the 
same name.

Agrippina’s rapid loss of influence after successfully engineering 
Claudius’ death and Nero’s accession to the throne, culminating in 
her expulsion from the palace by Nero, is reflected in the gold and 
silver coinage of Nero’s first regnal year. Agrippina is prominent in 
Nero's first coin type as emperor, shown by our denarius: her titles 
occupy the obverse, relegating Nero's titles to the reverse, and her 
portrait faces Nero’s, though in the subordinate right-hand position. 
In the second type, the titles changed places, Nero’s now occupy- 
ing the obverse, and the portraits became jugate, with Agrippina 
behind Nero. Thereafter, Agrippina was entirely excluded from the 
coinage.

The elder son of Vespasian, Flavius Titus Vespasianus was born in 
AD 41 and seemed marked out for the life of an upper middle-class 
civil servant in the mold of his father. Vespasian won glory as a 
general during Claudius’ invasion of Britain, and Titus grew into 
an intelligent, handsome, and charming young man who became 
his father’s second in command for the Judaean campaign of AD 
66-69. When Nero's regime collapsed in Rome, Vespasian seized 
the throne and Titus took over direction of the Judaean war, which 
culminated in the storming of Jerusalem in AD 70. Returning to 
Rome at the head of several legions, Titus was suspected of plan- 
ning a coup, but he warmly greeted his father and was granted a 
stupendous triumph. Titus next served as Praetorian Prefect and 
was utterly ruthless in protecting his family’s stranglehold on power. 
When Vespasian died in AD 79 and Titus was proclaimed emperor, 
many feared he would be another Nero or Caligula. But he soon 
emerged as an uncommonly benevolent ruler.

Domitian has gone down in history as a depraved tyrant, but he 
was certainly not a madman like Caligula, nor was he an incom- 
petent dilettante like Nero. As a young man, Domitian was largely 
overshadowed by his older brother Titus, a situation that prob- 
ably shaped his dour, resentful character. In AD 79, Vespasian was 
succeeded by Titus as Augustus, with Domitian taking the junior 
position of Caesar. But Titus ruled only two years before he fell 
ill and died in September of AD 81. Domitian wasted no time in 
seizing power as the third emperor of the Flavian dynasty. He soon 
proved a conscientious, detail-oriented administrator who kept a 
firm hand on all facets of government. Despite his uneven military 
record, the legions loved Domitian for raising their pay by nearly 50 
percent. But Domitian s suspicion of the aristocracy soon deepened 
into paranoia. Unsuccessful conspiracies against him in AD 87 and 
89 caused him to abandon all restraint, and by AD 93 Rome was in 
the grip of a reign of terror. Even Domitian’s wife came to fear for 
her life, and she encouraged the emperor's personal attendants to 
plot against him, leading to his murder in AD 96. 


This stunning gold aureus, struck while he was Caesar under 
Vespasian, sports a robust portrait in high Flavian style (during his 
sole reign, he revised coin portraits to show himself in a slimmed- 
down, more flattering light). The reverse type is copied from the 
coinage of Augustus (RIC 288). It reflects the dynasty’s policy of 
promoting the cult of the first emperor and also subtly alludes to 
Vespasian’s victories in the East.

Domitian's campaigns against the German tribes, chiefly the Chatti, 
are often derided by ancient sources as ham-fisted glory-hounding 
that produced no lasting benefit to the Roman Empire. However 
Roman historians were uniformly hostile to Domitian and a fair 
assessment confirms that Roman control over the border region 
known as the Agri Decumates, now in Southwest Germany, was 
solidified during Domitian’s reign, partially as a consequence of 
his exploits. Needing some military credentials, the newly crowned 
Domitian launched a surprise attack on the Chatti in AD 82-83; a 
new legion, I Minervia, was raised for the purpose and Domitian 
ordered roads built in Chattian territory to speed military move- 
ments through the occupied lands. Domitian celebrated a Triumph 
and took the title Germanicus at the end of AD 83. The Chatti were 
not subdued, however, and six years later they joined in the revolt 
of Lucius Antonius Saturninus, governor of Upper Germany, in 
January of AD 89. A fortuitous early thaw of the Rhine river pre- 
vented the Chatti from crossing to aid Saturninus, and the rebellion 
was quickly quelled by loyal legions by the end of January. This gold 
aureus, issued the following year, depicting Germania as a mourn- 
ing woman seated atop a German shield and broken spear, portrays 
the crushing of Saturninus as a victory against a bellicose foreign 
power. As usual with Domitian, the truth is rather more compli- 
cated than his regime’s public face.

The remarkable reverse type alludes to Trajan’s assignment to three 
Roman allies various client kingdoms during his great Eastern 
campaign against the Parthian Kingdom, AD 113-116. Trajan 
first sought to annex the entire East and carve it into Roman 
provinces; however, as revolts broke out in his wake the sheer mag- 
nitude of trying to maintain direct rule from Rome over so vast a 
region forced a change in policy. Now, compliant natives of noble 
blood were crowned as client kings of Armenia, Parthia, Edessa, 
Osroene, Adiabene, and Characene. The exact identities of the 
three kings shown on this aureus (and a contemporary sestertius) 
are rather problematic. A separate coin records the crowning of 
Pathamaspates as king of Parthia, so he is likely not among the 
trio shown here, leaving the client kings of Armenia, Adiabene and 
Characene as likely candidates.

Although mainly peaceful, the reign of Antoninus Pius did witness 
extensive military action in Britain. Shortly after his accession 
Antoninus sent the experienced Q. Lollius Urbicus along with 
reinforcements to Britannia to quell unrest in the north. This task 
completed, Urbicus advanced the Roman frontier from Hadrian’s 
wall about 70 miles northward and built a new fortification, the 
Antonine Wall, to mark the limits of the Empire. Antoninus was 
saluted as Imperator II on the occasion and female personifica- 
tion of Britannia was featured prominently on his coinage. Copper 
asses of this type, featuring Britannia on the reverse, are frequently 
found in Britain but only rarely on the continent, suggesting that 
they may have been struck in Britain (likely from dies engraved in 
Rome) for local distribution.

The younger son of the Emperor Septimius Severus, Publius 
Septimius Geta watched his brother Caracalla become the favored 
heir, while he was treated as something of a “spare.” Geta was 
only 11 months younger than his brother and closely resembled his 
father’s coloring and temperament. After Caracalla was named 
co-Augustus with his father in A.D. 198, Geta was made Caesar, 
or junior emperor, unintentionally highlighting his second-class 
status. This contributed to an intense sibling rivalry between Geta 
and Caracalla, which, after the boys reached their teens, threat- 
ened to tear the family and indeed the Empire apart. The situation 
became so intolerable that Severus, in AD 208, decided to take 
his sons on campaign with him to Britain to get them away from 
the tumult. Geta and his mother remained in York while Severus 
and Caracalla led the legions through a difficult slog in Scotland, 
where Caracalla began to exhibit increasingly violent, deranged 
behavior. Perhaps in response, in AD 209 Severus raised Geta to 
the rank of Augustus, and for the first time the Roman Empire had 
three theoretically coequal emperors. Soon Severus’ health began 
to deteriorate; he died on February 4, AD 211, making one final 
plea for his sons to get along. It fell on deaf ears. Once installed 
in the palace, Geta and Caracalla built a partition dividing their 
suites and found themselves on opposite sides of every important 
policy issue. Government ground to a halt amid the bickering. In 
December of AD 211, Caracalla asked their mother Julia Domna 
to arrange a meeting where the brothers could reconcile. She did as 
requested, but when Geta entered the room, Caracalla was joined 
by two centurions who ambushed Geta and stabbed him to death 
as he sought refuge in the arms of his mother. A large bribe kept 
the Praetorians quiet, and a bloody purge rooted out all of Geta’s 
supporters. Geta’s name and image were scratched and hacked off 
records and monuments all over the empire. Though his own per- 
sonality remains somewhat enigmatic, Geta has ever since enjoyed 
the reputation of a gentle prince butchered by a cruel monster. 


Geta’s coin portraits show him as a younger and more genial 
version of his father, lacking Caracalla’s brutish power. This attrac- 
tive sestertius celebrates Geta’s “fortunate return” from the British 
campaign, though the return and its aftermath were hardly fortu- 
nate for Geta or the empire.

At the tender age of eight, Marcus Opellius Diadumenianus was 
acclaimed Caesar and heir apparent to his father, Macrinus, who 
had engineered a coup against the Emperor Caracalla in April, 
AD 217. Both father and son had accompanied the Roman Army 
to the eastern frontier to prosecute Caracalla’s Parthian war, thus 
Diadumenian’s elevation took place at the Syrian city of Zeugma. 
By all accounts, Diadumenian was a handsome lad of good char- 
acter who might have made an excellent ruler had he ever exercise 
true power. But it was not to be, for Macrinus’ regime began to 
crumble almost immediately after it commenced. In May of AD 
218, a sizeable legionary force stationed at Emesa in Syria revolted 
and proclaimed Caracalla’s 13-year-old cousin Elagabalus as 
emperor. Macrinus responded by raising Diadumenian to the rank 
of Augustus and promising the Praetorian Guard an accession 
bonus of 20,000 sesterces per man. But the rebel forces were victori- 
ous outside the walls of Antioch on June 8, and the rest of Macrinus’ 
army abruptly switched sides. Before fleeing to the north, Macrinus 
entrusted his son to some loyal officers with instructions to deliver 
him to the Parthian court for safekeeping. Within a few days, both 
father and son had been intercepted and summarily executed, 
bringing their 14-month interlude in the Severan dynasty to an end.

The last truly heroic character to occupy the western Roman throne, 
Flavius Julius Valerius Majorianus was born ca. AD 420 to an 
aristocratic Roman family. His mother was daughter of the elder 
Majorianus, who served as Master of Soldiers to Theodosius I 
(AD 379-395), while his father was a financial officer on the staff 
of the the generalissimo Flavius Aétius during the long reign of 
Valentinian III (AD 430-455). Majorian entered military service at 
an early age and distinguished himself in battle, as well as cutting a 
dashing figure at court. Majorian allied himself with the powerful 
barbarian general Ricimer, master of soldiers under the emperor 
Avitus, whom they deposed late in October of AD 456. After a six- 
month “interregnum, Majorian was hailed as emperor by Ricimer 
and his troops on April 1, AD 457. The East Roman Emperor Leo I 
agreed to the appointment only reluctantly, for Majorian did not 
formally accept the title until December at Ravenna. His letter to 
the Roman Senate setting forth his military and domestic policies 
is one of the few reliable documents to have survived from this 
shadowy period. Majorian spent most of the next two years leading 
military expeditions into Spain and Gaul, regions that had virtu- 
ally broken away from Roman authority. Defeats were dealt to 
the Visigoths, Burgundians, and Vandals, the first such Roman 
victories in decades. He next prepared to launch an invasion of 
North Africa to eject the Vandals, but before he could embark, the 
Vandals attacked and captured his fleet at Cartagena late in AD 
459. The disaster fatally crippled Majorian’s regime. Forced to 
conclude a humiliating peace treaty, Majorian attempted to return 
to Italy and resume his campaign of reform and revival. But after 
dismissing his bodyguard in Gaul, he was intercepted, arrested 
and executed by his former ally Ricimer, who appointed the docile 
Libius Severus in his stead.

A direct descendant of Ghengiz Kahn, Ghazan Mahmud was the 
seventh ruler of the Ilkhanid (Mongol) Dynasty in Iran and the 
first to convert to Islam. A highly cultured man, he instituted many 
reforms within his realm, particularly in the realms of commerce 
and finance. Weights and measures were standardized, and the 
coinage regularized, bringing about a burst of economic growth 
and prosperity. He waged a bitter war against the Mamluks of 
Egypt, at one point seeking an alliance with Christian Europeans 
in which he promised to hand over Jerusalem in return for help in 
gaining control of Syria. Though successful in battle, none of his 
conquests outside of Iran proved lasting. His rare gold presentation 
dinars, such as this example, are among the most impressive coins 
created in the late medieval era.

The legend 
reads Philip. V.D.G.Hispan.Et.Ind.Rex, the value “8” as well as the 
Assayer’s initial “F”, are both located between rosettes. Striking of 
the Pillar 8 Reales was later extended to several Spanish colonies 
and circulated widely throughout the Americas being legal tender 
in the United States during several decades of the 18th century.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.

Tokens Copper & Brass 35 Types, Third segment from the Dana 
Roberts’ collection features issues in copper and brass that seem 
to have special appeal or interest. Most are 18 to 30mm, all are 
round, three sport countermarks, and all seem to have exten- 
sively circulated with average grade of VF or so.

Tokens 110 from Fincas & Enterprises, Single lot presents the 
remaining items from the Dana Roberts’ collection of Dominican 
tokens; this is the bulk of the total assemblage. A general and 
non-specific overview of the contents might include the following 
observations that are all estimates and not guaranteed for accu- 
racy. Most are struck in brass, or perhaps copper, with another 
dozen each in CuNi or aluminum. At least four dozen have some 
sort or variety of counterstamp, countermark or incused data. 
Three are on national coinage of 1891 (coppers) or 1897 (silver 20 
centavos). At least 30 pieces remain in the original 1973 envelopes 
of the famed Ray Byrne, often with those notations expanded by 
Dana's tiny handwritten pencil comments or observations. Three 
casino chips, and a red fibre “check” of the banana loaders Antilles 
Products Ltd, are atypical.

Pedro de Macoris Ingenio Provenir nice brass trio, Jose Batista 
CuNi trio, Consuelo large format aluminum cuartet are accom- 
panied by a sextet of aluminum J.A. Jiminez merchandise issues. 
Over a dozen “cajas de café” are present, generally copper or brass 
discs with a number and finca initial (s). An example of this is a 
trio of Miguel Domenech from Finca El Pinas in Bani with 20, 10 
and 5, plus a common “D”.

This was done from Suffolk in 
southern East Anglia up through Yorkshire and Northumberland. 
The Danelaw was a treaty which specified the laws for these shires, 
under various warlords, or kings, and under its tenets silver was 
coined in various towns and often used to pay tribute, to preclude 
further raiding. Untold hundreds of thousands of pennies were 
made, most of which have perished over the centuries. “Peck 
marks” are often seen on coins of this era, as the silver was tested 
for purity. Early issues such as this one lacked portraits but are 
rich in Anglo-Saxon iconography. This piece is a classic in choice 
condition.

Token Trio of Tantalizing Tenders, Appealing due to their 
exceptional high quality for token issues of Central America is 
this trio. Boquete, in the mountainous highlands near Costa Rica, 
issued a lovely 25mm aluminum 25 Centesimos for Alexander 
Duncan Macintyre who migrated there from far away in 1918 
only seven years after Boquete was founded. As an innovative 
entrepreneur, A.D. figured out how to channel the Rio Cristal 
water to run a pulley-driven coffee mill (which still stands) that 
produced high quality coffee still sold worldwide. Listed by Rulau 
as Chq-7 and valued at $175 in Uncirculated which is the only 
grade known as there were supposedly only five sets. Apparently 
this is the only one Dana owned or saw of any denomination. A 
brilliant gem 24mm copper piece is for the jeweler and watch- 
maker H. Gans who emigrated from Switzerland prior to 1899 
as known because this token was listed by Weyl (in Germany) 
that year. It is also catalogued by Eklund 1094 or 1060 (differ- 
ent edition?), Plumer page 5, and David Plowman as PT 260.04. 
For those unfamiliar with the free online preliminary catalogue 
prepared by David Plowman, his autobiography is supplied along- 
side his catalogue of the many Panamanian tokens he traced 
over many years of effort; within the Dana Roberts’ collection 
of Panama we have supplied his numbers on all issues we could 
locate within that listing. The final 23mm brass piece is also 
highly lustrous and orange mint state; catalogued as Bernal 56.1, 
Rulau Scr-5 and Eklund 1306, it is for Corozal which is technically 
in Colombia near present day Panama in Sucre state. Like many 
popular Colombian issues, it is denominated MITAD. Plummer 
and Dana among others considered it to be of Panamanian roots 
based on some perceived realities of its usage in the 1860 era they 
believe it was issued; we have nothing to add to the attribution.

Token Quartet in Vulcanite or Aluminum, Appealing due to 
their exceptional rarity and atypical composition are these two 
vulcanite and two aluminum issues from the eras about a century 
past. A 31.5mm canal zone issue dated 1883 for the towns of 
Culebra and Colon valued at 5 Centavos backed by F.M. Pierra 
& Company is in black vulcanite (hardened rubber). Eklund 
knew of it and listed it as his #1067; Rulau values in VF at $125 
and shows as CZ14 -15 with some confusion likely on his part 
as to its color since he may never have actually had one in hand. 
This piece was quite expensive when Dana bought it over 30 
years ago since Panama has always been popular numismatically, 
perhaps because of the number of American soldiers who served 
in the Canal Zone over a half century post World War Two. The 
quality level is easily Extremely Fine and the color of black does 
have a faint orangish hue. Plowman lists as PT 550.07. Second 
is a black 32mm vulcanite from Culebra in the Canal Zone, also 
valued at 5 Centavos, issued for Anjel Ovallep in the Jamaica 
Bazaar. Plowman shows as PT (= Panama Token) 490.05, Rulau 
CZ-12 (VF $135) and Plumer shows on his first page. This EF 
jewel, noted by Dana’s lovely wife Carol as “exhibiting lustre on 
vulcanite !!”, cost $125 during the last century and no others were 
thereafter seen by Dana. In 32mm aluminum dated 1912 and with 
denomination “50 Cents Silver” is a Cativa piece by the Panama 
Development and Manufacturing Company. Used in Lam Hing 
stores, this denomination was unknown to Rulau (who listed 5 
& 20 Cents without price but indicated as rare) and to Plowman 
(see his #386 for other denomination); quality is likely VF but 
some oxidation is apparent. Fourth is PT-660.1 uniface 25mm 
aluminum from Boquete (see previous lot for its history) for Finca 
Jaramillo of Enrique Vasquez.

One 
side illustrates a steam locomotive representing the train which 
factually connected the Caribbean and Pacific waters beginning 
in 1855 due to the determination of a great businessman and 
astute visionary who made “the impossible” happen. The town 
soon renamed Colon was originally named for this William H. 
Aspinwall as noted on the token. This hugely historical “docu- 
ment” was also produced struck over US and Canadian issues 
which seduced great numismatists like Dave Bowers to seek out 
an example for their collections. This VF-EF piece, likely struck 
shortly after 1863 around the end of the US Civil War, has sig- 
nificant ties to the California gold rush as that railroad finally 
provided a rapid safe-passage alternative across the Isthmus 
where thousands had died due to disease over the prior (and 
future) decades.

Concesion Jesurun Special Set of Four Issues, Rulau page 434, 
under his numbers DF 36 -37 and A37, illustrates and describes in 
some depth the story behind this highly appealing set of octago- 
nal tokens. His story about this highly important Jewish family, 
which originally settled in Curacao, and then Venezuela early 
in the 19th century, is told by Rulau in fascinating detail. Of 
great interest is his awareness of two of these specific issues and 
apparent concomitant ignorance of the other two.

Of these 
about 48 seem to likely be from Europe, 11 from the British Isles, 
4 from Canada, 9 from the Africa- Asia -Middle East nations, 
while the final 22 are yet unsorted. The second largest subset is 
apparently copper and totals 66 pieces. The first 17 are actually 
“coins” of nations like Britain and France and Spain that have 
been countermarked, often incused, with advertising or politi- 
cal agendas. Our favorite is an 1807 British Halfpenny with a 
neat incused c/m. The other 49 mostly have some attribution 
comments on their holders; nine of those were separated as “par- 
ticularly interesting items”. The third largest section seems to be 
39 issues of the USA. Tokens of all 50 states within the USA are 
otherwise included within the Dana Roberts’ holdings but have 
not yet been designated for sale; these pieces were inadvertently 
located among the non-USA holdings and simply placed here as 
an expedient. These 39 pieces include several metals, sizes, eras 
and many different states. Fourth are copper-nickel (CuNi) issues 
numbering 24. Next are 18 issues produced in Aluminum. Final 
mixed-bag group includes some silver pieces, at least five, plus 12 
oddballs. Overall the quality is exactly as one should expect, ice. 
“mostly well circulated as they were made to be so used”. Some of 
the pieces are much more “enticing” than the norm and a few are 
lovely quality. Attributions and quantities are approximate and 
not guaranteed; sold as is, NO Return.
